Amend the Law of Landlord and Tenant and to 
facilitate the Improvement of Land in Ireland. 

W HEREAS it would tend to the Improvement of Land in 
Ireland if proper Provision were made for securing to 
Tenant Fanners the Benefit of their Expenditure in 
executing and maintaining such Works of Laud Improvement as are 
5 herein-after mentioned, undertaken by them, with the Consent of their 
Landlord, at any Time after the Commencement of this Act : Be it 
enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority 
10 of the same, as follows ; 

I. In the Construction of this Act, except where the Natme of the 
Provision or the Context shall exclude such Construction, the Words 
“ the Lord Lieutenant ” shall mean Lord Lieutenant or other Chief 
Governor or Governors of Ireland for the Time being : 

16 The "Word “Commissioner” shall mean the Commissioner of 
Valuation in Ireland for the Time being : 

The Word “ Person” or “Party” shall extend to and include any 
Body Politic, Corporate, or Collegiate, whether aggregate or

pointed by the Court of Chancery) being deemed to be rightfully 
entitled to such vested Right, and shall include the Person or 
Party entitled as aforesaid at the Time of the Determination of 
sucli Tenancy, and shall also include the Person equitably 
entitled to and in receipt of the Rents and Profits, whether the 10 
Interest of such Landlord (legal or equitable) shall have been 
acquired by original Contract, lawful Assignment, Devise, Be- 
quest, or Act or Operation of Law : 

The Word “ Tenant,” unless otherwise restricted, shall be con- - 
strued to mean a Person or Party in the actual Occupatiou of 15 
Laud let for Pasture or Cultivation, and which shall not have 
been let to such Person or Party in or for Conacre, or for One 
or Two Seasons only, or for a special or temporary Purpose, but 
shall be held by such Person or Party as Tenant from Year to 
Year, or for a Term of Years absolute or determinable on the 20 
dropping of a Life or Lives or for a Term of Life or Lives, and 
shall include the lawful Representatives of such Tenant, and 
generally all Parties claiming or deriving Title from, through, or 
under such Tenant by lawful Assignment, Devise, Bequest, or 
Act or Operation of Law : 25 

The Expression “ Assistant Bamster” shall, extend to and include 
the Recorder of the City of Dublin, and the Chairman of the 
Sessions of the Peace for the County of Dublin : 

The Expression “ Clerk of the Peace ” shall extend to and include 
the Registrar of the Chairman of the Sessions of the Peace of 30 
the County of Dublin, so long as such Registrar shall continue 
in Office, and the Registrar of Civil Bills for the City of Dublin, 
and also the Acting or Deputy Clerk of the Peace or Registrar

which the Case may be heard.

allowed for any Work executed thereon, under the Provisions of this mSof Rent

Act, shall be entitled to redeem such Holding, any Law to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

XVI. Any Landlord who shall have paid or be liable to pay any 
Sum or Sums of Money to any outgoing Tenant for any Work under 
this Act may receive from an incoming Tenant the Amount thereof, 5 
notwithstanding that such Landlord may be prohibited by any Deed 
or Writing from receiving any Fine, Premium, or other Consideration 
upon the letting of the Pretnises. 

XVH. If upon the Expiration or Determination of any Tenancy 
the Landlord shall not pay or undertake to pay the Amount of the 10 
Value of the Work, as ascertained as aforesaid, the Tenant shall 
continue to hold the Premises at the same Rent at which they shall 
have been previously held, or until such Amount shall have been 
paid to such Tenant by some other Tenant of whom the Landlord 
shall approve: Provided always, that no Tenant who shall have 15 
purchased or derived from, through, or under a preceding Tenant, 
or shall have paid the Landlord for such Work as aforesaid, shall be 
evicted without having the then existing Value of such Work ascer- 
tained as aforesaid, in like Manner as if such Work had been executed 
by such Tenant under the Provisions of this Act. 20 

XVIII. Any Tenant entitled on Eviction to any Money for the 
Execution of any Work under this Act may proceed by Civil Bill 
for the Recovery of the same before the Assistant Barrister at any 
General or Quarter Sessions of the Peace to be held in and for the 
Division of the County where the Lands shall be situate, subject to 25 
such Grounds of Defence, if any, <and to such Set-off and Deductions, 
as are herein-before mentioned ; and it shall be lawful for the Court 
which shall adjudicate on any such Tenant’s Claim, at the same Time 
and by the same Decree or Judgment or Order to adjudicate on such 
Set-off or cross Demand, by deducting the Amount thereof from such 30 
Claim, or by giving a Decree or Verdict or Order for the Defendant, 
in Cases where the Amount established as a Set-off or cross Demand 
shall exceed the Amount which the Tenant is entitled to recover.

No Valuation for such Works to exceed Three Shillings per lineal 
Perch.

SCHEDULE (C.) 

General Specifications for regulating the maximum Valuation. 

Farm Buildings. 

. Farmhouses and Farm Offices may be executed according to the 
Specification approved of by the Commissioners of Public Works m 
Ireland, and sanctioned by the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury, or according to such other Form as the Commissioner of 
Valuation shall, with the Sanction ot the Lord Lieutenant, from lime 
to Time prepare. 

Farm Roads. 

- The Roadway to be at least Fourteen Feet wide, clear of the 
Fences, and to have easy Gradients ; the vegetable Earth to be re- 
moved, and a firm Foundation made to receive the metalling on the 
Cross Section; the Roadway to be brought to a regular Curve, so as 
to havei a Fall of Two Inches to the Yard from the Centre to! each 
Side. 

The iRoadway to be properly drained; Gripes to be on the Field 
Side of! the Fences ; durable Stone Outlets to be made through the 
Fences ■ from the Roadway into the Gripes, to carry oft the surface 
Water.; 

When the Surface has been formed and perfectly consolidated, 
Three Inches at least of broken or Field Stones, not exceeding Two 
and a Half Inches in Diameter, or of good Gravel, to be laid thereon 
to a uniform Depth, extending from Fence to Fence, and the whole 
to be covered with good Blending of an Inch in Depth. 

The Water Tables to be neatly regulated, so that, no Water can at 
any Time remain in them. ' 

When the Road passes through Bog, there shall be a Soiling of 
Nine Inches of good tenacious Soil, with One or more Layers of 
Sodding under the Soiling. The proper Drainage of the Bog to be 
first attended to, and in no Case the Soiling to 'be put on until 
ample Time has been allowed for Subsidence. 

Open Main Drains. 

^Vhen sufiicient Outfall can be obtained, no open Main Drain to 
be of less Depth than Five Feet. They shall have Gradients of such 
Inclination and be sunk to such a Depth below the Surface of the 
Lands as to secure efficient Drainage, so that Floods shall not prevent 
the proper Discharge of all covered Drains; and to prevent Cattle 
from crossing, they shall have such Width at Top and Bottom and 
Side Slopes as may be necessary, and be free from sharp Angies, 
projecting Stones, and other Impediments to the quick Discharge of 
the Water.

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/ The Spoil or Material raised in sinking and improving them, when 

not used for filling up useless Holes or Drains, to be removed to a 
proper Distance from the Edges of the Main Drains, and dressed off 
in a workmanlike Manner. 

The Abutments and Piers of such Bridges, and the Side Walls of 
such Gullets as have sufficient Breadth of Waterway (if necessary), 
to be carefully under pinned, and those Bridges or Gullets which 
are insufficient to discharge Floods to be taken down and carefully 
rebuilt of suitable Dimensions and Materials. 

Covered Dminage {not 'Buyrmgh Drainage). 

All covered Drains not connected with or coming under the Deno- 
mination of Thorough Drainage to be executed according to the 
Specification for One or other of the several Classes of Drains herein- 
after enumerated for Thorough Drainage. 

Thoeouch Drainage. 

Covered Mains. 

Whenever, from the Extent of Land to he drained, covered Main 
Drains are requisite, their Depth, and the Dimensions of the Conduits 
therein, shall be sufficient to discharge the Water from the Sub-Mains. 
When the Conduit is formed with .Stone or Brick, the Bottom of the 
Drain is to be well paved or flagged, the Side Walls to be well built, 
and the whole to be covered in with Flags of sufficient Thickness, or 
an Arch, or the Conduit may be made with Tiles or Pipes. 

Sub-Mains. 

These shall be carried along the low Sides of Fields to he drained 
at a Distance from the Fences equal to the Distance between the 
parallel Drains ; along the low Sides of other Portions of Land to be 
drained, when remote from Fences, and through natural Hollows, 
where necessary, they shall be sunk to a sufficient Depth, and 
have a Conduit, such as before described, sufficient to discharge the

No Sub-Main to be allowed to run more than a suitable Length 
without discharging iuto a covered or open Main Drain. 

Minor Parallel Drains. 

These are to be run in a straight Direction, parallel to each other, 
up and down the Declivity (if any), unless when the Land is very 
steep, in which Case they are to he canied across the Fall at such an 

Angle as to secure a free Dischai-ge for the Water. They arc to he

I structed, as to secure the uniform Drainage of the Land.

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Their Coudaits shall be formed either with not less than Ten 
Inches iu Depth by Six Inches in Width (on mi Average) of 
Stones, not exceeding Tivo and a Half Inches in Diameter, or with 
Pipe or other Tiles of sufficient Ope to discharge the AVater freely. 
No minor Drain to be allowed to run be_yond a suitable Length 
without discharging into a Sub-Drain. 

General Rules for Thorough Drainage. 

1. Before laying any Conduit, Care to be taken that the Bottom 
of the Drain is clear, and that no AA^ater is standing therein. 

2. Throughout the whole Length of each of the Drains above 
described such Conduit as betbre mentioned as applicable thereto 
is' to be formed respectively, proper Care being taken in doing so 
to commence at the Head of the. Drains, and that no Clay or 
Dirt be put in when laying the Conduit. According to the Con- 
duit is formed it is to be covered with suitable protective Material, 
the filling in is then to be completed, observing to keep the active 
Soil for the Top. 

3. No open Drain is to be allowed to run into a closed One. 

4. In passing through unfavourable Ground caused b}' running 
Sand or otherwise whereby the Level of the Conduit might be 
deranged, and where Pipes or Tiles are the Materials used for forming 
the Conduit, Collars must be used. 

5. Soles must in all Cases be used when laying single Tiles, and 
they must be so laid that the Ends of the Tiles shall rest equally 
on them. AAdien inverted Tiles are used they shall he connected from 
End to End by breaking Joint. 

6. The Mouths of the covered Main or Sub-Main Drains shall 
be built about with Masonry, carried up with the same Slope as 
the Sides of the open Main Dra n into which they discharge them- 
selves. 

iSitbsoiling h/ Manual Labour. 

The Soil to be loosened and pulverized to an uniform Depth of 
at least Twelve Inches below the Surface, so that it can be easily 
raised by a Shovel. On Inspection, all Stones to be removed. 

Claying, Marling, Grovelling, or Liming. 

Not less than One hundred and sixty Cubic Yards of Clay or 
Marl or Gravel (including Shell or Coral Sand), or Two hundred 
■Bushels of Lime, to be evenly spread on the Surface of each Acre 
of AVaste Bog or Moor or Mountain or other Waste Land, which 
shall be dry naturally, or have been drained (and levelled, if necessary), 
previous to the Application of same, and in all Cases the Reclamation 
to be complete.

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Clenrinir hand of Rocks. 

These to be removed so as to admit of the Soil being tilled hv 
the Plough, without obstructing its Progress, to an uniform Depth 
of Twelve Inches at least. 



Irrigation. 

7'he Ridge System. 

The Ridges to be not wider than Forty Feet, to be e\-eii]y formed 
with Fall of at least One Inch from the Crown to the Furrow for 
every Five Feet; their Feeders to be carried along the Centres of the 
Crowns of the Ridges of such Width and Depth only as shall secure 
a full Supply of Water being carried to their extreme Ends, to which 
they shall gradually contract so as to force the Water evenly over 
their Sides along their entire Length. Stops to be placed at such 
Distances as may be requi.site to secure such uniform Overflow. 
Discharging Drains to be cut in the Furrows parallel to tbe Feeders. 

Catch Work. 

Conducting Feeders from the Main Feeders to be carried down the 
Declivity of such Dimensions as shall secure a sufficient Supply of 
Water to the minor or level Feeders. Sluices to be set in the con- 
ducting Feeders at each of the Junctions with the minor or level 
Feeders, so as to keep them full whilst watering, and to empty them 
when requisite. The minor or level Feeders to be not further asunder 
than Forty Feet; the Fall between each of such last-named Feeders 
to .be not less than Two Inches in Twenty Feet. They shall be only 
of sufficient Depth and Width to carry a sufficient Supply of AFater 
to their extreme Ends, to which they shall be run level, gradually 
contracting so as to force the Water evenl}' over their Sides aloug 
their entire Length. The Land between these minor or level Feeders 
to be brought to, ■where necessary, an even Slope, so that every 
Part thereof may be watered when requisite. 

General Rules for hrigation. 

All Drains to have sufficient Side Slopes, and to be of such 
Dimensions as shall secure the Discharge of the AFater from the 
different Parts of the Meadow as fast as it is brought on. 

All Main Feeders to be carried along the highest Side of the Land 
irrigated at such a Level and of such Dimensions, Avith such Side. 
Slopes and Embankments, and Avith proper Sluices, set at sucli 
Intervals as shall secure the Water being conducted to all the minor 
Feeders requisite to flood the Portion of Land to be irrigated.

executed in a permanent Manner, so as to be staunch. 

ThrSlnice Gates to be easy to work, and at the same Trme 
staunch. In all Cases where the Channels necessary foi Inigation 
Z insufficient for the under Drainage of the Land, such Drams shall 
be made as shall be requisite to carry off the under Water, but no 
Feeder shall be so constructed as to cause the Water to flow over any 
such Drain. 

Emhankmerda from Riverx nr Lakes. 

These to be formed of the best Materials which can be obtained 
conceniently for the Purpose; to be well tramped “"<1 Peddled 
according as carried up, so as to be periectly staunch ; to be of 
such Material and Dimensions and with such Side Slopes and Stone 
or Sod Pitching as shall secure Stability and Protection of the Lan^d 
from Flood. When self-acting Sluices ore requisite, they are to be 
made of o-ood. sound, and suitable Materials, with sufficient Water- 
way, and ‘set at such a Level as may be necessary for the Dramage 
of the adjacent Lauds.

Ditch and Bank Fences. 

The Banks, whether made of Stones, Earth, or Clay, to be of such 
Heiirht and Thickness at Bottom and Top as to secure Durability 
and°Protection, and at the same Time to cause as little Waste of 
Land as possible. When Quicks are used they are to be kept clear 
from Grass aud Weeds. 

The Gripes to be of such Depth and Width at Top and Bottom, 
and to have such Side Slopes, as to secure Durability and Protection, 
and as may be necessary for the Discharge of Drainage Waters to a 
Level of at least Tour Feet (when practicable) below the Surface of 
the Fields which they enclose. 



Stone Fences. 

These to be at least Four Feet Six Inches in Height, formed with 
the broadest and flattest Stones at Bottom. They shall not be more 
than Two Feet wide at Bottom (unless when built with Mortar), and 
sloped or battered gradually to Sixteen or Eighteen Inches wide at 
Top, with Three thorough bond Stones at least to every lineal Perch. 
The Coping to be Scotch Coping or other approved Kind, firmly set 
in Mortar, and eveuly laid throughout. 

General Rule.—All Fences to be run in straight Lines when prac- 
ticable, unless where otherwise desirable for Shelter.

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Levelling ueeleee Fences. 

The Levelling to be complete doivn to iind level with the natuial 
Surface of the Land. 



Field Gates [Fixtures). 

Iron Gates.— To be made of malleable Iron ; to be not less than 
Eight Feet Six Inche.s wide, with Head and Back Stile Pieces, averaging 
One and a Half Inch by One Quarter Inch at least ; the whole to be 
morticed, rivetted, and braced so as to .secure Stability ; to be provided 
with suitable Hinges and Fastenings, and to be hung so as to open 
and close freely. 

Wooden Gates — To be made of good sound well-seasoned 'I’imber, 
tbe Back Stiles Five Inches by Three and a Half Inches at least, the 
Head Pieces Three by Three Inches at least, with Five Bais averaging 
Three and a Half Inches by One and a Half Inch at least, well 
mortised into the Head Pieces and Back Stiles, and well braced, 
nailed, or rivetted so as to secui-e Stability; to be provided with 
suitable Hinges and Fastenings, and to be hung so as to open and 
close freely. 

General Rule for Field Gates himg os Fixtures. 

AH Gate Posts or Piers to be of sufficient Substance and Height, 
and to be sunk and secured at Base so as to effectually support the 
Gates to which they are hung. 

AH the foregoing Works in tbe General Speciiicatious to be 
executed in a proper and workmanlike Manner, according to the true 
Intent and Meaning of the Specification for each Work respectively, 
all Materials used to be Good of their several Kinds. 
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
